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(Concluded next week.) 

August 15.—Once upon a time, so saith 
the old fable, a certain ass invested himself in 
the skin of alion and was betrayed by the 
length of his ears. 

It works in about the same way with men 
who set themselves up as mechanics, and who 
pretend to be first-class workmen, unexcelled 
and well-nigh perfect. I wasin a fine paper 
mill a day or two ago, and the jackass showed 
his ears as usual. Close beside the dry-felt 
tightener stand the machine-tender wanted a 
felt roll. Now, a mechanic would have drilled 
a hole or two through the stand and bolted on 
a box, but this man, a first-class one (?), did 
not. He simply laid the roll in the angle 
formed by the machine stand and the felt- 
stretcher standards. Then the thing was run- 
ning in good shape, but unmechanical as run- 
ning an engine without oil. In many little 
places do the ‘‘ears” show themselves, and 
they always form truthful indexes of some- 
body’s character. 

August 16.—For many years I have won- 
dered at the waste of time and strength al- 


= tems thet paper was put through, and every 


time that it broke. Lately some builders 
have put on a hand-wheel, gearing and some 
connecting shafting, thus enabling the opera- 
tor to ‘‘set down” the calender rolls—that is, 
to put on the requisite pressure while stand- 
ing on the floor. 

By the manner in which this labor-saving 
arrangement has been abused it almost seems 
as if the old way was the best, and that it 
would be in order to climb the stack and set 
down the old arrangement for many years to 
come. 

To back up the above statement I will de- 
scribe a scene lately witnessed in a brand new 
mill. A rather light sheet of paper was being 
calendered, and to get the requisite finish 
with once running the calender-man took a 
4-feet length of steam-pipe, put it between two 
arms of the geared and shafted hand -wheel 
above described, fulcrummed the pipe upon a 
corner of the calender stand, put his strength 
upon the steam-pipe lever and forced the cal- 
ender rolls together with more power than 
was ever designed to be put upon them. 

The results of this work were several. 
First, the paper was smashed down’ pretty 
flat; second, the 12-inch driving-belt was 
broken ; third, after repairing the belt several 
times one of the paper-covered rolls was 
broken, and the whole stack was rendered 
temporarily useless. 

Using a machine for all it is worth is one 
thing, but taxing mechanism to a point far be- 
yond its design is a most unmechanical per- 
formance, fit only to be classed with the 
efforts of dollar-a~-day engineers and pick-axe 
mechanics. Ifa tool or machine is not capa- 
ble of the work required from it the right way 
is to throw away the tool or machine and get 
one in its place which will do the duty re- 
quired. 

August 17.—Quarter twist or ‘ reel” belts 
are peculiar things to deal with, unless a man 
keeps his thoughts straight when handling 
both them and the belts. I have seen a neat 
device for shipping a belt of this kind from 
the tight to the loose pulley and back again. 

The belts in question—there were four of 
them—were driving wood-pulp reducing agi- 
tators, and drove the upright spindles from a 
horizontal shaft near the ceiling of the room. 
The. loose pulley was placed on top of the 
fixed pulley upon the upright shaft. A 
weighted binding pulley (no weight is required 
in case the binder-pulley hanging is of suffi- 
cient weight itself) is rigged to bear on the 
slack fold of the belt, which will be the guid- 
ing side for the pulley on the upright shaft. 

As the upright shaft pulley is so placed that 
the belt will ran upon the loose pulley when 
the tightener is raised, it is only a moment's 


work to shift the belt to the tight pulley by 
loosening a cord holding the tightener, and 
thus allowing that concern to bear upon the 
belt. A stop sustains the tightener pulley by 
engaging the frame when the belt is in its 
right position upon the tight pulley. 

August 18.—A regulator is attached to the 
main water-wheel gate, and sometimes I find 
this gate to fail. Extremes of speed, both 
fast and slow, are not to be tolerated, and 
least of allin a paper mill. In order to know 
when the speed was too fast or too slow I 
riggeda kind of pendulum to an upright shaft, 
where it could be observed in the mill. This 
pendulum was much like one ball of an engine 
regulator, and was weighted to swing at an 
angle of about 45” when the mill was running 
up to speed. Two bells were so arranged 
that the pendulum could strike one of them as 
the speed got too high or too slow. I might 
have gone further and rigged a 
collar and another bearing on the 
upright shaft, so that an index 
could have been attached, to in- 
dicate exactly the speed at which 
the shaft was revolving. 

An apparatus can be purchased 
complete to do all and more than 
the rough-and-ready method de- 
scribed above, and it is much to be 
preferred. However, this little rig 
will often be found useful, especially 
while the requisition for the speed- 
indicator is going through the office 
red tape. 

August 19.—In erecting a stack 
Sian ane TT upon” 
another, breaking two of the 6 or 7 
inch rolls short off in their necks 
close to the body of the roll. These 
rolls could have been repaired by 
sending them to the foundry and 
casting a new neck upon each roll. 
In doing this the roll is put into the 
sand and the new neck molded up. 
Two gates are arranged so that the 
melted iron can run upon the broken 
surface, thence through the other 
gate into a ladle again. 

After the melted iron has thus 
run awhile the broken surface will 
begin to get hot and soften. Its 
condition is judged by feeling it 
with an iron rod, when the surface is at the 
right temperature known by a peculiar tacky 
feeling, quickly recognized by the foundry- 
man. When the roll is judged hot enough, so 
that the hot iron will adhere to the melted 
broken surface, the discharge gate is closed and 
the mold is allowed to fill, thus forming a new 
neck. The stream of iron is then stopped and 
the roll, with its new neck, is allowed to cool 
off, after which it is finished up in the lathe. 

In the case of the two broken rolls in this 
example it was decided to mend the rolls by 
drilling in mew necks. The broken roll was 
placed in a lathe, one end held by a centre 
chuck, the broken end in a steady rest made 
from a circle of 2-inch oak plank bolted 
around the roll, and also to the lathe-bed. 

A t-inch hole was drilled seven inches into 
the end of the roll. This was afterward 
bored out tapering to three inches in diameter 
and four inches deep; the remainder of the 
1-inch hole was tapped to receive a thread. 
Both rolls were served in this manner; then 
plugs were turned to fit the holes thus made, 
the tapers were nicely turned to fit well, and 
the rolls were heated to about 300°, the plugs 
put in cold and quickly screwed home by means 
of a big dog and a long lever. After cooling 
the rolls were chucked, the plugs centred and 
a new neck turned on each roll, the plugs 
being large and long enough for this purpose. 

August 20.—Elevators—in paper mills es- 
pecially—skould receive good attention, and 
severe examinations at very short intervals. 
The tendency of paper mills and their ma- 
chinery to wear out and rot down is very 
great, and only eternal vigilance will save the 
mill-owner from loss and disaster. If ever 
the pulp elevator is seen to go up or down in 
a jerky, hesitating, undecided manner, then 
stop at once and learn why the elevator acts 
thus. Put half a ton on an elevator platform 
and run it up and down in a jerky manner 
and you add great and unnecessary strain to the 
wire rope, belting and the elevator gearing. 
A rope which will stand a heavy weight under 
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a steady, dead pull will give way under re- 
peated jerks and quick and excessive strains. 
The striking force of a body is estimated by 
multiplying the weight into the square of the 
velocity. It will perhaps give a better idea of 
the strains caused by sudden jerks to figure 
out an example from actual practice. 

An elevator is descending at the rate of one 
foot per second. The car and rope weigh 
500 pounds; acar of pulp 500 pounds more. 
Now, if I multiply the square of the velocity 
(1 x 1) by the weight (1,000), I find the striking 
force or strain upon the rope to be just the 
weight of the car and load, or 1,000 pounds. 
Now, then, if the wire rope, through some 
faulty construction of the winding apparatus 
or the flapping of a long loose belt, should 
suddenly acquire a tendency to unwind at the 
rate of two feet per second, even if only for a 
very short time, the velocity of the car becomes 
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doubled. Upon arresting this motion, even back 
to the original velocity, all of the phenomena of 
a complete stop are experienced, and the weight 
on the rope becomes for an instant the square 
of the velocity (2 = 2) into the weight (1,000), 
or 4,000 pounds. 

Here is a way of breaking an elevator rope 
with only one-fourth the weight it ought to 
sustain, a fact which calls for a very large 
margin of safety for elevator ropes, 

A body falling in the air may attain a 
velocity of 16% feet at the end of the first 
second ; therefore, if an elevator one-half a 
second before it is checked by the rope, the 
velocity may have become 6 feet per second, 
in which case the strain would amount to 6 x 
6x 1,000, or 36,000 pounds, a severe test for 
any elevator rope to stand. All elevators are 
not subjected to such hard usage, but the mere 
fact that such strains can be caused should 
lead elevator-owners to keep a very sharp eye 
for visible defects of construction and usage. 

Now and then the public is treated to the 
details of elevator accidents, which in them- 
selves are too terrible to be tolerated in a 
civilized community. ‘‘The safety appli- 
ances, from some unknown cause, refused to 
work,” has more than once been the excuse in 
elevator murder cases. As elevator safety 
devices are now made, how in certain cases 
can they work? is question only to be an- 
swered in the negative. 

Take the elevator described above. It is 
descending at the rate of six feet per second. 
The sudden strain upon the rope causes it to 
part. The safety-catches are three inches 
apart, or eight of them are passed over in one 
second, Is it any wonder that the springs 
do not always throw the locking devices 
into the catches when it must be done in one- 
eighth of a second, and even then chances 
taken of the effort being made at exactly the 
right instant to enable the dogs to engage 
with the catches? Perhaps not, and then an- 
other accident.

Chlorine and Soda Bleaching. 


[TRANSLATED FOR THE JOURNAL.] 


It is known that the introduction of 
chlorine gas into soda liberates hypochlorous 
acid, which becoming decomposed exercises a 
strong bleaching power without being so in- 
jurious to the fibres as chlorine gas itself. 
The carbonate of soda remaining in the solu- 
tion takes up the free muriatic acid arising, 
and forms chloride of sodium with it rendering 
it innocuous, 

Dr. Mueller, in his work on the manufac- 
ture of paper, says that the presence of free 
acids is advantageous in the bleaching of ma- 
terials that are colored with metallic combina- 
tions. This coincides with the practical ex- 
perience that an addition of carbonate of soda 
is only of service when coarse rags bave to be 
bleached. His remarks are as fol- 
lows : 

“A very important improvement 
in bleaching with chlorine gas ought 
to result from an observation made 
by Julius Kaufmann, who found 
that the effect of the chlorine was 
greatly increased when the stock 
to be bleached was treated with a 
solution of such a quantity of car- 
bonate of soda that the same 
amounted to about 8 per cent. of 
the half-stuff, calculated in a dry 
state. This observation was con- 
firmed by Catala, and the author 
has also convinced himseli of 
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No. 6.” 
We have not succeeded in ob- 
taining any other results in this 
process from practical working. 
If the above statement be accepted 
as correct the use of soda causes 
considerable expense, as 8 per cent. 
of the weight of the half-stuff makes 
a large quantity of soda, and doubt- 
less special devices would be neces- 
sary to treat the half-stuff equally. 
Instead of going to all of this 
trouble and cost, most manufac- 
turers would prefer to bleach the 
pulp directly with hypochlorous 
acid, instead of first producing hy- 
pochlorous acid in the way described, and thus 
rendering the process more complicated. 

Dr. Wiirster comes to about the same con- 
clusions, as may be seen from the following, 
which he addressed to us a short time ago : 

‘* Every practical paper maker knows that 
the different kinds of rags do not act in the 
same way with gaseous chlorine in the bleach- 
ing-chests, and that the chlorine bleaches 
more or less according to circumstances. The 
free muriatic acid which is mixed with the 
acid appears to be especially in the way of the 
bleaching, and many manufacturers for that 
reason carefully cool off their chlorine gas 
before it enters the gas-chambers, so as to 
keep back the muriatic acid to some extent, 
The man in charge is generally ordered to 
stop heating the retort as soon as the gas-pipe 
gets hot. Mr. Kaufmann proposes to sprinkle 
the rags with a soda solution before they are 
put into the bleaching-chests ; but this process 
would be too costly dnd troublesome. 

‘* Manager Puetter observed that half-stuffs 
containing chloride of lime were far more 
easily bleached with chlorine gas than raw 
half-stuffs, and during the time he was in the 
Dresden mills all of the half-stuffs had some 
solution of chloride of lime mixed with them 
a little betore being drawn off. The alkaline 
solution of the chloride seems to facilitate the 
action of the chlorine on the fibres or to partly 
neutralize the muriatic acid. It is very likely, 
too, that the free chiorine liberates the hypo- 
chlorous acid from the chloride of lime, accord- 
ing to the equation : 


Ca(OCl), + 4Cl + 2H,0O— 
Chloride of lime. Chlorine. Water. 
4HOCI om CaCl, 


Free hypochlorous acid. Calcium chloride. 

‘* If circumstances will not permit of keep- 
ing back the muriatic acid from the chlorine 
gas it would be advisable to add a little pure 
lime milk to the half-stuff a little before 
emptying, and as the expense is slight this 
may be regarded as practicable. In the case 
of colored pulps they should be acid and re- 





should not be in one straight line | 
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main so. In drying off bleached, which were 
originally colored, rags, especially trouserings 
and half woolens, bundles of yellow fibres 
will be observed at the principal evaporating 
parts. The yellow is formed by chloride of 
iron, and I have repeatedly washed out this 
chloride and proved its existence. In such 
pulps there must remain an excess of acid, as 
an alkaline-acting liquid would precipitate 
yellow oxide of iron on the fibres.”—Hand- 
buch der Papierfabrikation,.

Machine for Cutting Rags, &e. 


An illustration is given of a new ma- 
chine for cutting rags or other material pre- 
paratory to conversion into paper pulp. Fig- 
ure 1 is a sectional elevation, and Fig. 2 a 
sectional plan, of the machine. 

There is a trough, A, into which the rags 
or other materials to be cut are fed, which 
may be effected by a strap or moving apron, 
B, on which the rags or other materials are 
placed; or the feeding may be effected by 
hand, if desired. The apron B is moved or 
drawn along by being passed round a re- 
volving roller, C, this roller being the bottom 
one of a pair of rollers, C C*, between which 
the rags or other materials pass. The pe- 
riphery of the upper roller, C*, is hexagonal 
or otherwise formed with a number of sides ; 
or it may be fluted or grooved longitudinally, 
as shown, to assist the traveling and delivery 
of the rags or other materials to between two 
knives, D D*, acting as shears. These knives

cut the materials simultaneously in both dir 
tions in square or other shapes. For this 
purpose knives shaped like the teeth of a saw 
are preferred, the projections of one passing 
closely through the spaces between the pro- 
jections of the other, and the relative positions 
of the knives being preferably angled or in- 
clined with respect to each other, so that the 
cutting may commence from one end or point. 
This gives the shearing action referred to. 
The one knife, D, is fixed horizontally at the 
end of the trough A, and the other, D*, is 
moved vertically or otherwise. This may be 
effected by an overhead crank-shaft, E, and 
connecting-rod (or rods), F, attached to this 
knife-carrier, G, to which the’movable knife is 
fixed. This carrier G slides in vertical guides 
formed in the framing H ; or the moving-knife 
can be attached to a revolving roll or cylinder, 
so that the teeth of the knives thereon pass 
the teeth of the fixed knife during the revolu- 
tion of the roll or cylinder. 

The feed rollers C C* may be driven inter- 
mittently in the proper direction by a pawl, 
I, and ratchet-wheel, I*, actuated from the 
same crank-shaft, E, and the delivery-speed 
of the rollers to vary the length of the mate- 
rial when cut may be regulated by altering the 
throw of the pawl. As the materials are cut 
in thick layers or cakes, they may be sepa- 
rated and opened out by falling into a dis- 
tributor formed by a rapidly revolving roller, 
K, on the periphery of which are projections, 
&, and this roller may throw the material for- 
ward to any required receptacle. 





Creep in Belts. 


It must not be forgotten that a belt 
must “creep” a little in order to drive at all. 
But it is not at all necessary that the belt 





shall slip. Some persons may not be able to 
see any difference between slipping and 
creeping. But there is a great difference. 


When a belt creeps it is by reason of its elas- 
ticity, which stretches part of it. It getsa 
strain upon it, and lets it slack back again 
when it gets bevond where it is strained. It 
may be said that about 1% to 2 percent. of 
creep from elasticity is necessary in order 
that the belt shall drive at all, this being 
about the amount of stretch, This creeping 
is gradual, and in creeping there is no ten- 
dency to polish the belt or the pulley. But 
when the belt slips upon the pulley, one por- 
tion, without changing its length, slides upon 
the pulley, and the tendency is to polish the 
belt and pulley surfaces. Creep is constant ; 
slip is irregular. The greater the speed the 
less the creep, as calculated:by the number of 
rotations of the driven shaft, compared with 
those of the driving-shaft.—/ournal of Progress.

The paper trade here appears to be in 
a flourishing condition, and certainly there is 
no complaint as to the volume of business. 
Mills are very nicely cared for in the way of 
orders, and there is no accumulation of stock 
to an uncomfortable degree. Said one manu- 
facturer: ‘‘ lam busy as can be. I have 
plenty of orders, and whereas last year, at 
this time, I had a hundred and fifty tons of 
finished paper in my mill, I have now less 
than fifty tons, which you know is a light 
stock.” Such straws as these show which 
way the wind is blowing. 

Jobbers are having equally large favors, and 
a good deal of satisfaction is expressed among 
the dealers. Fine papers are moving steadily; 
book and news are holding their own, while 
strictly No. 1 manillas are strong. Some mills 
have sent out notifications of a quarter cent 
advance on the latter grade, to go into effect 
to-day. Strawboards are selling at union 
prices. 

There is a very good demand for envelopes, 
and buyers are paying the recently established 
prices. One firm which stood out has been 
gathered ‘‘ into the fold,” or ‘ the unholy alli- 
ance,” as it was jokingly called by one manu- 
facturer. 

Printers are generally busy, and they main- 
tain avery steady call for goods. This is, of 
course, a good sign and is so regarded, while 
in fact the paper trade generally look forward 
to a very large consumption of paper during 
the fall. 

The Constitutional Centennial celebration 
is to be held September 17, and big prepara- 
tions are being made for the event. If some 
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of the talk which I hear develops to the full, 
the paper-making industry will be well repre- 
sented. A number of schemes are being dis- 
cussed by people in the trade, and it is prob- 
able that the paper interest will be no mean 
part of the display. I hear of one manufac- 
turer who says that he is going to make a web 
of paper some eighteen miles long, and have 
it winding and unwinding while in the pro- 
cession. How’s that? 

J. G. Ditman, who has been in Europe for 
some time, sailed for home on Saturday last 
on the steamer Servia. 

Paper stock is not over-active, and is mov- 
ing in a quiet way at prices which are not al- 
together satisfactory. Domestic packings of 
rags are having a fairly free movement and 
prices are steady. 

There is nothing of special interest in the 
chemical market, save that bleaching powder 
is firm and high. © E.G:

Boston Notes.

Matters pertaining to the paper trade 
are a little improved over the conditions of 
last week. The movement of paper from 
dealers’ hands is larger and the general feeling, 
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which has for some time been good, is growing 
even better. 

Among paper-stock dealers a more cheerful 
feeling is noted, for they seem to think that an 
early fall development is a possibility. The 
summer business in paper stocks has dragged 
on in a quiet way, and yet prices, although 
low, have been firm, and the position of the 
market at present is strong, as stocks have 
not accumulated to any extent nor have orders 
been given to import very freely. It is 
claimed that foreign markets are much firmer 
than for some time past, with a possibility of 
higher prices. Jute stocks still hold first place 
for activity, with a strengthening market from 
week to week. 

The special feature in the chemical market 
this week is bleaching powder. This article 
is very scarce in the way of local supply, and 
the market is very firm at 2c. for spot lots, 
the quotations to arrive being 1.92% @1.97%c. 
Caustic soda is reported firm on the other 
side of the water, and firm in this market at 
2.32% @2.35c. Soda ash is still unchanged, 
the old-time quotations of 1%@1%c. still 
holding good. Soda crystals are held at 1.05c. 
from store, to arrive .97'4@tc. being quoted. 

The week's imports of chemicals were very 
light, including 133 casks of bleaching powder, 
250 drums of caustic soda, 30 casks of soda 
ash and 280 barrels of soda crystals. 

The receipts of paper stock since last re- 
port comprise 646 bales of rags, 167 bales ma- 
nillas, 233 bales of flax waste and 803 bales of 
paper stock, a total of 1,930 bales. 

Other receipts include 2,100 bundles and 
258 bales of wood pulp, 195 bags hide cut- 
tings, 33 bales of old picker bends, 200 barrels 
of Venetian red and 12 casks of Southern clay.

The hearing lasted some four 
hours, and among those called upon to testify 
in behalf of the defendant were E, H. Samp- 
son, the former owner of the mill ; Amos L. 
Hollingsworth, Mr. Hartwell, Mr. Sanborn, 
the millwright who set up the machinery, and 
Mr. Dillingham. The witnesses for the com- 
plainant included a number of her summer 
boarders, who failed to find a quiet night’s 
sleep all through the hot month of July while 
sojourning at Miss Shepard's summer board- 
ing-house. While the case may seem a little 
humorous, it is really of serious importance to 
paper makers generally, for if this mill could 
be stopped from running at nights because 
somebody in the neigborhood could not sleep, 
other mills in other localities could be stopped 
and the result would be ruin to the paper 
makers. After hearing the testimony pre- 
sented the judge reserved his decision, the 
same being given out yesterday and he denied 
the injunction. So summer boarders looking 
for a quiet retreat do not want to camp along- 
side of a paper mill. 

It is reported that Tileston & Hollingsworth 
have posted in their mills a notice to the effect 
that after October 1 the tour workers will be- 
gin work on Monday mornings at 6 o'clock. 

Monday next, September 5, will be ‘* Labor 
Day,” when all labor will be stopped that the 
laborers and workers may join in its celebra- 
tion. Throughtout this State ‘‘ Labor Day” 
is a legal holiday, In this city a street parade 
will be the leading feature of the day and it is 
expected that every organized branch of labor 
will be represented in the parade.

The annual meeting of the Paper 
Makers’ Association in America was held on 
July 27, at Saratoga, under the presidency of 
Hon. Byron Weston, who is himself a thor- 
oughly representative man of the American 
trade, and a paper maker of excellent prac- 
tical merit. We have read the account of the 
proceedings and must confess that we are 
very much disappointed with the results of the 
meeting. In point of fact no result beyond 
the re-election of the officers of the association 
is actually perceptible, and the proceedings are 
almost worthy of comparison with those of our 
own so-called Paper Makers’ Association. Here 
we have become accustomed to the senseless 
programme of our association, the fulsome 
and pitiable entreaties of the members for the 
continued support of the chairman, the empty 
bill-of-fare of proceedings, the self-satisfied 
résumé of the past labors, &c., to be followed 
by the dinner and its subsequent leakages of 
conceited oratory. But in a practical and ad- 
vancing country, such as America is always 
portrayed, we expected better and more prac- 
tical results. We are disappointed. 

The great pidce de résistance of their meeting 
was a prolonged oration by Senator Dawes, a 
gentleman doubtless of great renown and high 
position in the American parliament, who had 
a great deal to say about sugar, tobacco, 
worsted, silk and other produce, all tending 
to prove that there was nothing like protection, 
and that they, his countrymen, had better 
stick to it like wax. We quite agree with all 
this, but what business has a special trade 
meeting to occupy its annual gathering with a 
political manifesto of quite general and uni- 
versal character? Surely the American paper 
makers have some more direct matters concern- 
ing their own special calling to discuss. The task 
of promulgating protectionist views is not dele- 
gated to the American paper makers surely. 
We should have thought that questions apper- 
taining to mill machinery, practical working 
processes, raw materials, and paper-mill labor 
and labor regulations would have been dis- 
cussed and properly examined. Any special 
trade organization holding an annual meeting 
would, we should expect, discuss all questions 
embodying the performance of the duties of 
that trade. This is what the meetings of trade 
associations are assembled to finally arrange ; 
for the expression of opinion by the trade 
generally is the essential purpose of an asso- 
ciation. 

The American Association simply did 
nothing for the trade it is supposed to repre- 
sent. Perhaps the paper trade across the At- 
lantic is so far satisfactory that nothing is 
necessary at present. The chief object of the 
gathering seemed unquestionably to partake 
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of ‘‘the good thing it is to meet once a year 
and drink together of these sparkling,” 
&c. This is precisely what our own native 
association does, has done, and will continue 
to do; while the outside trade, who patiently 
await the deliberations of their representatives, 
obtain no consolation beyond an application 
for the next year's subscription.— Paper Mak- 
ing.

The Timber Supply. 





Prof. Charles S. Sargent, one of the 
special agents of the tenth census, in his re- 
port on the forests of North America, gives it 
as his opinion that the forests of the United 
States, notwithstanding the great and increas- 
ing drains upon them, are capable of yielding 
annually, for many years longer, a larger 
amount of material than has yet been drawn 
from them, even with our present reckless 
methods of forest management. It is true 
that the great pine forest of the North has 
already suffered fatal inroads, that the pine 
that once covered New England and New 
York has disappeared, and that Pennsylvania 
is nearly stripped of what once appeared to 
be a nearly inexhaustible supply of the same 
wood. But the great Northwestern pineries 
are not yet exhausted, and, with the newly in- 
troduced methods by which logs once sup- 
posed inaccessible are now profitably brought 
to the mills, they may be expected to increase 
the volume of their annual product for a few 
years longer in response to the growing de- 
mands of the great agricultural population 
which is fast covering the treeless mid-conti- 
nental plateau. 

The area of the pine forest, however, re- 
maining in the great pine-producing States of 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota, is dan- 
gerously small in proportion to the country’s 
consumption of white pine lumber, and the 
entire exhaustion of these forests in a compa- 
ratively short time is certain. The wide area 
now covered in New England by a vigorous 
second growth of white pine, although insig- 
nificant in growth and productiveness in com- 
parison with the forests that it replaces, must 
not be overlooked in considering the pine sup- 
ply of the country. These new forests, which 
ate already yielding between 200 and 300 
million feet of lumber annually, are capable ot 
great future development. 

The pine belt of the South Atlantic region 
still contains immense quantities of timber 
unequaled for all purposes of construction, al- 
though unsuited to take the place of the white 
pine of the North. The Southern pine forests, 
although stripped from the banks of streams 
flowing into the Atlantic, are practically ain- 
touched in the Gulf States, especially in those 
bordering the Mississippi River. These for- 
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ests contain sufficient material to supply all 
possible demands that can be made upon them 
for a long time. 

The hardwood forests of the Mississippi 
basin are still, in certain regions at least, im- 
portant, although the best walnut, ash, cherry 
and yellow poplar have been largely culled. 
Two great bodies of hardwood timber, how- 
ever, remain, and upon these comparatively 
slight inroads have been made as yet. The 
most important of these forests covers the 
region occupied by the Southern Allegheny 
mountain system, embracing Southwestern 
Virginia, West Virginia, Western North and 
South Carolina and Eastern Kentucky and 
Tennessee. Here oak unequaled in quality 
abounds, walnut is still not rare, although not 
found in any very large continuous bodies, 
and cherry, yellow poplar and other woods of 
commercial importance are common, The 
second great body of hardwood, largely oak, 
is found west of the Mississippi River, ex- 
tending from Central Missouri to Western 
Louisiana. 

The forests of Michigan, especially those of 
the northern peninsula, still abound in con- 
siderable bodies of hardwood, principally 
maple. Throughout the remainder of the 
Atlantic region the bard wood forests, although 
often covering considerable areas, have every- 
where lost their best timber, and are either 
entirely insufficient to supply the local de- 
mand of the present population or must soon 
become so. 


In the Pacific region the great forests of fir 
which extend along the coast region of Wash- 
ington Territory and Oregon are still prac- 
tically intact. Fire and the axe have scarcely 
made a perceptible impression upon this mag- 
nificent accumulation of timber. Great forests 
of pine still cover the California Sierras 
through nearly their entire extent. The red- 
wood forest of the Coast, however, once, all 
things considered, the most important and 
valuable body of timber in the United States, 
has already suffered seriously, and many of 
its best and most accessible trees have been 
removed. This forest still contains a large 
amount of timber, although its extent and 
productive capacity have been generally ex- 
aggerated, The demand for redwood, the 
only real substitute for white pine produced 
in the forests of the United States, is rapidly 
increasing, and, even at the present rate of 
consumption, the commercial importance of 
this forest must soon disappear. 

The pine forests that cover the western 
slopes of the northern Rocky Mountains and 
those occupying the high plateau and fnac- 
cessible mountain ranges of Central Arizona 
and Southwestern New México havé not yet 
suffered serious damage at the hands of man. 
The remaining forests of the Pacific region, 
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of little beyond local importance, are fast dis- 
appearing. The area of these interior forests 
is diminished every year by fire and by the 
demand of a careless and indifferent popula- 
tion, and there complete extermination is 
probably inevitable. 

The forest wealth of the country is still un- 
doubtedly enormous. Great as it is, however, 
it is not inexhaustible, and the forests of the 
United States, in spite of their extent, variety 
and richness, in spite of the fact that the cli- 
matic conditions of a large portion of the 
country are peculiarly favorable to the devel- 
opment of forest growth, cannot always con- 
tinue productive if the simplest laws of nature 
governing their growthare totally disregarded. 
The judicious cutting of a forest in a cli- 
mate like that of the Atlantic or Pacific Coast 
regions entails no serious or permanent loss, 
A crop ready for the harvest is gathered for 
the benefit of the community ; trees that have 
reached their prime are cut, instead of being 
allowed to perish naturally, and others take 
their place. The permanence of the forests 
in regions better suited for the growth of 
trees than for general agriculture may thus be 
insured, Two causes, however, are con- 
stantly at work destroying the permanence of 
the forests of the country and threatening 
their total extermination as sources of national 
prosperity—fire and browsing animals inflict 
greater permanent injury upon the forests of 
the country than the axe, recklessly and 
wastefully as it is generally used against

Poona Deccan Mills, at Poona, a joint-stock 
company with £50,000 capital, started in 
January, 1885, but the mill is still under con- 
struction. 

In the Bengal Presidency there are two pa- 
per mills, the Bally Mills at Howrah, working 
under a joint-stock association with £96,800 
capital, started in July, 1867, employing daily 
about 470 hands, and turning out annually 
5,600,000 pounds of paper, and the Titagarh 
Paper Mills, originated in July, 1882, by a 
joint-stock company with a capital of £60,000, 
They employ onan average 88 hands daily, 
and profess to turn out 2,400,000 peunds of 
paper annually. 

In the North West Provinces there are the 
Upper India Paper Mills at Lucknow, a joint- 
stock company, with £80,000 capita!, started 
in October, 1879. They employ 225 hands 
daily, and turn out nearly 3,000,000 pounds of 
paper annually. 

The only other mill is the Scindia Paper 
Mills, at Gwalior, Central India, also a joint- 
stock association, with a capital of £60,000. 

Summarizing the statistical figures, we find 
the following result for the three years ending 
1885 : 


From the latest official tables, published 
by the Government of India at Calcutta this 
year, there appears to be now nine paper 
mills in operation, namely, five in the Bom- 
bay Presidency, two in Bengal, (both near 
Calcutta) and one at Gwalior. Of the nine 
three are reported to be private concerns and 
the rest are joint-stock associations, shown to 
have an aggregate nominal capital of £386,- 
800. Three of the mills in the Bombay Presi- 
dency are either under construction or not in 
full work ; the rest are reported to have pro- | 
duced papers of an aggregate value of £177,- 
995 in 1885. 

The mills are as follows: 

In the island of Bombay, the Girgaum Pa- 
per Mills, private, employing about fifty-five 
hands daily, and turning out yearly 470,000 
pounds of paper. 

The Indian Paper Mills Joint-Stock Com- 
pany, with £40,000 capital, started in July, 
1885. This mill is capable of turning out 400 | 
tons of paper annually, but as it is not in full 
work, nothing definite can be stated regarding 
the quantity and value of the yearly out-turn. 

The other paper mills in the Bombay Presi- 
dency are the Ahmedabad Mills, of which no

PAPER MAKING JN THE SOUTH. 


Much has been said aboutthe growth 
of the South and the extension of manu- 
facture and industry throughout the whole 
territory once devoted almost exclusively 
to agricultural pursuits. It is true that a 
great deal has been done, and is still be- 
ing carried on, to further industrial enter- 
prise in the Southern States; but to per- 
fect this growth and make it assume 
still greater importamce much is yet 
needed. The natural resources of our 
Southern country are being exploited 
and the earth is made to yield her con- 
cealed riches, which are of undoubted 
importance and are destined to be influ- 
ential in increasing industrial wealth ; 
but with all this there is one industry 
which is seemingly neglected or has so 
little share in the projects of Southern 
enterprise that it scarcely claims atten- 
tion. This industry is paper making. In 
all of the immense stretch of territory 
south of the Potomac and Ohio rivers, 
and westward from the Atlantic to the 
furthest limit of Texas, there are only 
twenty-five paper mills. And there are 
1,075 mills in the United States. 

There is a large and increasing con- 
sumption of paper throughout the sec- 
tion referred to, and yet supplies have to 
be secured from a distance, while natural 
advantages are ignored. There is an 
abundance of water-power in the South ; 
the supplies of wood capable of conver- 
sion into pulp are ample; rags and other 
paper-making material may be gathered 
from cities, and the manufacturing towns

We have heretofore adverted to the 
fact that Texas presented a good field for 
enterprise of this kind. Inthis issue we 
reprint from a Texan contemporary an 
appeal in this behalf.

far the only ability they have shown has been in | 


the making of bad debts, in which they have 
shown the most remarkable skill. At present I 
am inclined to take the view that they should 
not be allowed by any action of their creditors 
to continue in business. I have no desire to in- 
jure them in any way in retaliation, but think 
with the opportunities they had of establishing 
a lucrative business, with the knowledge they 
possessed of the trade in their section, and 
with the capital they had at their command, 
they have proved very conclusively that they 
required to properly guide and direct their 
course more judgment and _ experience 
than was possessed by any of the part- 
|ners. The proper way now for them to 
continue in business is to put a _bun- 
| dle of samples under their arms and so- 


which shall be given them by wise and judi- 
cious employers. They will thus be deprived 
| of the opportunity of doing any further harm, 
| and as they are young men may eventually, 
through the experience thus acquired, be able 
to start in business for themselves under still 
more favorable auspices.

Failures. 





Crump & Anderson, stationers, Portsmouth, 
Va., have made an assignment. 


The Richmond Paper Company, of Provi- 
dence, made an assignment yesterday (Fri- 
day). The liabilities are thought to be about 
$500,000, A creditor is reported to have said 
that the causes of the failure *‘ were experi- 
menting in sulphite pulp and losses by the re- 
cent failures in the trade ; that the company 
had spent from $800,000 to $1,000,000 in mill, 
plant and experiments, and was backed by 
wealthy men.” It is thought in New York 
that the debts will be paid in full. ‘* Lock- 
wood’s Directory” reports the company 
as using ten 700-lb. engines, one 68-inch 
and one 88-inch Fourdriniers, making 20,000 
pounds of book and writing papers and 15,000 
pounds of chemical fibre every twenty-four 
hours. 


The creditors of the Huribut Paper Com- 
pany held a meeting at the Massasoit House, 
Springfield, Mass., on Wednesday last. The 
special committee reported the liabilities at 
$588,000 and the assets at $220,000. The 
company made a proposition to the unsecured 
creditors to settle at twenty cents, eight cents 
in sixty days and twelve cents secured by 
second mortgage. The meeting was a some- 
what stormy one. H. C. Hulbert, of H. C. 
Hulbert & Co., favored the acceptance 
of the proposition, but the representatives of 
the John Hancock Bank, backed by the repre- 
sentatives of the Pittsfield Bank, objected, 
and fought against any such settlement. 
When asked if they would accept twenty 
cents cash they declined to commit them- 
seives, although in the early part of the meet- 
ing they had favored that proposition. The 
matter will now probably be settled by regu- 
lar insolvency proceedings. 


W. St. Clair Ross, doing business’ in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, under the style of W. St. Clair 
Ross & Co., as a wholesale dealer in paper, 
envelopes, cards, paper bags, &c., made an 
assignment on Monday, August 29, to Major 
P. Lloyd. The deed of assignment was pre- 
pared on Saturday, August 27, but it became 
necessary to postpone the filing until Monday, 
in order to put on record three chattel mort- 
gages to take precedence. The liabilities are 
about $100,000. The extent of the assets can- 
not be got at until the books are balanced, 
there being over $3,500 in open accounts. 
The preferences in the form ot chattel mort- 
gages were given on different portions of the 
assignor’s stock, and are said to secure actual 
cash loans and discount. The discounted pa- 
per is believed to be good and the banks so 
regard it. The mortgages were given as fol- 
lows : Queen City National Bank, $19,538.22 ; 
Aida H. Ross, $8,000, and the Equitable Na- 
tional Bank, $4,230.99. The failure is at- 
tributed to the bad condition of trade and to 
the withdrawal of confidence consequent on 
the failures which have lately occurred in the 
West. The merchandise liabilities will be in 
the neighborhood of $100,000, The last state- 
ment made by the assignor to a mercantile 
agency was as follows: Assets—Stock, $47,- 
526.35 ; good notes and accounts, $58,204.63 ; 
cash on hand, $730.82; fixtures, $1,202.48; 
total assets, $107,664.28. Liabilities—Bills 
payable, $53,307.84; accounts, $28,736.98 ; 
total liabilities, $82,044.81 ; net capitai, $25,-

The preparation of a fibre for the boiler al- 


ways used to be considered a great essen- 


tial, and although recent opinions have 
created new machinery and other systems 
for cleansing esparto, there are yet many 


good paper makers who do not take kindly 
to these modern The old plan of 
having an esparto shed, where the grass is 
thoroughly overhauled, picked and cleared of 
as much dust as can be practically effected, 
freed of roots and weeds and generally pre- 
pared for the boiler, seems to our mind a very 
first-rate precautionary system. Some peo- 
ple, however, seem to prefer that the me- 
chanical purification of the fibre should be 
effected after boiling and bleaching. 
Doubtless there is a great deal to be said on 
both sides respecting this matter, and the ad- 
vocates of each system strongly urge their 
respective views upon the trade. This makes 
it somewhat difficult to judge as to which view

This is 
universally acknowledged ; but whether this 


end can be accomplished the more perfectly | 


before or after boiling we really cannot posi- 
tively say. 


One view is that the old-fashioned system is | 


preferable. It is better to work a clean fibre 
throughout than to treat dirt with the fibre in 
the boiler. Some folks say that boiling weeds, 
dirt, sand and all extraneous matter with the 
fibre, and perhaps under a pressure of from 
fifteen to thirty pounds, is apt to discolor the 
pure fibre, to impurify it beyond any subse- 
quent rectification and is a waste of soda also. 
This last view, however small the quantity of 
soda wasted may be, is undoubtedly accurate, 
seeing that a certain quantity of material is 
boiled, only to be picked out and rejected 
afterward. Sand, dust, and roots specially. 
consume a quantity of caustic soda, and if 
these substances can be eliminated from the 
boiler so much the better for economy of soda. 
Whether the roots and coarser portions of the 
fibre are apt to deteriorate the excellence or 
regularity of the boiled stuff, we are not pre- 
pared to say, but we should certainly avoid 
them if possible before boiling. 

On the other hand there is a saving of time, 
and perhaps labor, in examining the boiled 
stuff. The same remarks apply to bleaching 
as to boiling. It is naturally am easier matter 
to pick out dirt, specks, and black or discol- 
ored matter from white stuff than from the 
raw material. If this be scrupulously attended 
to, clean stuff ought to be a moral certainty. 
In our opinion the whole affair is a matter of 
expense, and in forming amy judgment we 
should feel imclined to ask whether it 1s 
cheaper to examine the raw grass or the pre- 
pared stuff, reckoning the cost of both sys- 
tems. For example, supposing fifty tons ot 
esparto to be examined in the old style, in the 
warehouse, and fifty tons to be freed from im- 
purities by the mew method, which process is 
the most beneficial as to result, and which is 
the less costly ? 

The preparation of any fibre for the boiler 
was always considered a seriously important 
matter, chiefly on account of producing a 
clean pulp and nextly with a view to econo- 
mize chemicals. In mills where very com- 
mon papers are made such a question as this 
does not receive much consideration, because 
the paper made won't permit of it being sold 
at such alow price. Weare not disposed to 
agree with this view. What has contributed 
to low-priced papers more than the state in 
which they are offered to comsumers? If the 
art of paper making became reduced simply 
and solely to the production of a sheet of pa- 
per at the lowest possible cost, without any 
other modifying principle, then all considera- 
tions of improvement in production are worth-

ical way. Thestrong silicious skin protects 
the fibre against any damage, so that esparto 
would stand any amount of washing without 
loss of fibre. An engine might be constructed 
ot such a nature as would remove dust and 
dirt, sand, &c., whilst roots and other simi- 
lar deleterious substances could be either pre- 
viously separated or might be picked from the 
The latter could be fitted with a 
suitable roll for separating the fibre rather 
than cutting it, and the consequent effect of 
this engine would be the transmission of a 
perfectly clean and pure fibre to the boiler. 
We think that our engineers are thoroughly 
well able to devise such an engine, which 
the production 
of good clean stuff for the boiler. We believe 
that if good stock goes into the boiler, good 
pulp must imevitably result. We cannot help 
expressing the opinion that ninety-nine paper 
makers out of a hundred would rather work 
stock away from the boile1s straight into the 
bleach and beating engines and on to the 
machine than begin to clean their stuff after it 
is bleached. We may be wrong upon this 
matter, and freely confess our liability. Per- 
haps some of our readers will give their views 
upon this subject, for it is undoubtedly an 
important matter. Who knows what the price 
of good engine-sized writing and printings may 
be, say, in 1890? Six or seven'years ago very 
few paper makers anticipated the present low 
prices of these qualities of paper, so that it is 
necessary to be possessed of every means of 
manipulative progress if we intend to march 


with the times.—Paper Making.

Patent Friction Clutch. 





There is presented on this page an il- 
lustration of Sterling’s patent friction clutch, 
which is manufactured by Cranston & Co., 
57, 59 and 61 Park street, New York. This 
clutch is constructed in a natural way, and 
wherever it has been used has proved success- 
ful. Itis well known that where it is desired 
that one man should hold a great strain on a 
rope one or more turns are taken about some 
object, and that the greater the number of 
turns the less strain the man will have to bear. 
The mode of contracting power in this fric- 
tion clutch is by applying a friction ring to 
the end of a coil made of a wide band of iron 
or steel. On applying friction to this ring 
the coil contracts or winds up on the drum, 
clasping with a force depending on the friction

The 
clutch is very simple in construction and is 
entirely self-adjusting. No adjusting screws 
are needed to take up the wear. In this clutch 
the coil simply winds up a trifle more as the 
wear progresses, This is cne of the most 
important features of the Sterling clutch, and 
one which especially commends it to those 
who need this class of machinery. To release 
the clutch it is only necessary to remove the 
friction. The expansion of the coil is instan- 
taneous, and there is no chance for failure. 
The application of the coil to the purposes 
of a friction clutch was first made in 1877, 
and for some purposes was successful. The 
coil is also used in another friction clutch, but 
for the purposes of a friction clutch with the 
feature of self-adjusting as to wear the combi- 
nation of the coil with a friction ring has been 
found essential, thus making a compound 
clutch, wherein the power of force applied by 
the hand is multiplied by the power which is to 
be controlled.

In some things Texas is behind Mexico 
or Brazil, and one of these things is the lack 
of manufactories. The existence of slavery 
| and the agricultural advantages of the State 
caused its talent to be attracted to other avo- 
cations than the mechanical, and since the 
abolition of slavery the want of capital has 
caused us to remain ata standstill in manu- 
facturing industries. The greatest cotton 
region in the Western Hemisphere, we are yet 
without a cotton factory ; a State in which 
some whiskey is yet consumed, we are without 
a distillery ; with 500 daily and weekly news- 
| papers, consuming tons of paper of all de- 
| scriptions, we have no “paper mill, and this 
we want worse, perhaps, than any other in- 
stitution, The raw material for paper making 
—ijitle, arborescent yucca, and the fibre of the 
prickly-pear cactus—abounds, and the only ex- 
pense necessary to secure it is the gathering. 

Show the Mexican moosey what you want, 
| tell him the number of tons you require, and 
he will pile an odorous pyramid of material in 
your yard, the sight of which will banish from 
your memory the vile Palermo rags which you 
were wont tohandle. Through our city flows 
a water-power, the San Antonio River, equal 
| to that of Fall River; twenty-five miles west, 
another, the Medina River, and a little fur- 
| ther east, still another, the Comal and 
| Guadalupe, all three in the centre of a coun- 
| try where the raw material grows spontaneous, 
| Coal and wood are abundant and cheap ; in 

fact if there is money in any Southern invest- 

| ment to-day it is in a paper mill here in San 
| Antonio. Should a stock company be formed 
| there will be no trouble in disposing of shares 
| to scores of newspapers in our State, and 
orders from here which are now divided 
among a score or more mills in the North 
would be sent to support the local enterprise. 
The London 7Zelegraph supports a large 
plantation in Arizona where the ‘‘ Spanish 
Dagger,” or arborescent yucca,is grown for the 
purpose of making the paper which that jour- 
nal uses. If one newspaper in far-off London 
finds it profitable to do this, one would ima- 
gine that the 500 odd papers in our State 
would have among them sufficient enter- 
prise to inaugurate such a scheme in their 
own midst, especially when the article to be 
cultivated is so prolific. If all the American 
capital invested outside of this country in 
wild-cat mining schemes was invested in bona 
fide industries here, this would be a great 
country. Wehope some manufacturer who 
reads this will inquire further regarding the 
,advantages of this location for such an indus- 
try, and we are fully satisfied if he does so 
he will commence operations.— 7¢xas Printer.

Lightning-Rods for Tall Chimneys 


Speaking of lightning-rods for tall 
chimneys, M. Faraday, in the Architect and 
Builder, London, says: The conductor 
should be of half-inch copper rod, and should 
rise above the top of the chimney by a quan- 
tity equal to the width of the chimney at the 
top. The lengths of rod should be well joined 
metallically to each other, and this is perhaps 
best done by screwing the ends into a copper 
socket. The connection at the bottom should 
be good; if there are any pump pipes at 
hand going into a well, they would be useful 
in that respect. As respects electrical con- 
duction, no advantage is gained by expand- 
ing the rod horizontally into a strap or tube— 
surface does nothing; the solid section is the 
essential element. 

There is no occasion of insulation (of the 
conductor) for this reason. A flash of light- 
ning has an intensity that enables it to break 
through many hundred yards (perhaps miles) 
of air, and therefore an insulation of six 
inches or one foot in length could have no 
power in preventing its lead to the brickwork, 
supposing that the conductor were not able to 
carry it away. Again, six inches or one foot 
is so little that it is equivalent almost to noth- 
ing. A very feeble electricity could break 
through that barrier, and a flash that could not 
break through five or ten feet could do no 
harm to the chimney.
